(Fes* Side 10th Grade Split 


Irate citizens flooded city hall with angry telephone calls 
early this week when they discovered their garbage had 
been red-tagged, as above.

Despite the overwhelming 
disapproval of spectators, 
the school board Tuesday 
night approved a new grade 
alignment for Westside tenth 
graders for the 1974-75 school 
year.

curb. Petitions are also in 
circulation protesting the 
use of only 
plastic bags 
furnished by the city. 
Although the o rd in an ce 
went into effect on March I, 
city officials agreed not to 
enforce it until May I so that 
residents could use up their 
supply of non-regulation 
containers. 
Garbage cans 
were 
red-tagged beginning 
May I, but all plastic bags, 
including those not issued by 
the city, were picked up until 
Monday. 
Residents were apparently 
u n p re p a re d 
for 
the 
e n ­ 
forcement of the ordinance 
although a notice was sent to 
each home explaining the 
new 
program. 
The 
o r­ 
dinance 
has 
also 
been 
detailed by the local news 
media. 
“ W e’ve 
tried 
to 
let 
everyone know about the 
ordinance 
through 
the 
newspaper, radio and let­ 
ters,” said Del Waggoner, 
city purchasing agent. “This 
is new to the people and new 
to us. We’re trying to make it 
work for the citizens. The 
ordinance does not cover 
everything and w e’ve made 
every concession we can." 
He pointed out that the city 
is allowing the use of g ar­ 
bage cans for some items. 
Glass, wood, sharp objects, 
flattened cardboard boxes, 
and 
hedge 
and 
sm all 
shrubbery clippings can be 
placed in garbage cans. Tree 
trimmings cut into four foot 
lengths and rocks, concrete 
and dirt in cardboard boxes 
will also be picked up by the 
sanitation employes. 
Household 
garbage 
and 
g ra s s clippings m ust be 


placed in the city approved 
bags, however. 
The city picks up 
two 
containers of garbage twice 
a week from each residence 
for a service charge of $2.50 
per month, he said 
At no 
extra cost to the resident, the 
city is now also providing the 
standard number of con­ 
tainers for that amount of 
garbage or 208 per year 
If a home disposes of more 
than 208 bags of garbage in a 
year, that resident must pay 
for additional c o n tain ers 
which covers a 
slight su r­ 
charge for that additional 
service. The additional bags 
are sold for $3.50 per roll of 
52 bags and are available at 
either fire station 24 hours a 
day. 
Residents pay 6.7 cents per 
bag for the additional con­ 
tainer plus the additional 
service, Waggoner said. The 
cost to the city is 4.8 cents 
per bag, so the citizen is 
actually paying the city 1.9 
cents to pick up each a d ­ 
ditional bag of garbage. 
A l s o , 
W a g g o n e r 
pointed 
out 
that 
c o m ­ 
mercially available plastic 
bags range in price from 7.5 
cents to 15 cent per bag n the 
stores with the lower price 
being charged for a lesser 
quality bag than is provided 
by the city. 
The 
bags 
cu rren tly 
provided are 2 mils thick and 
have a capacity of 30 gallons 
The city is currently con­ 
sidering bids for optional 
bags of 3 mils thickness with 
a capacity of 36 gallons. If 
the 
city 
m akes 
these 
av ailab le , 
it 
would 
be 
strictly on an optional basis 
for those residents who need 


a larger bag. The new bags 
would be more expensive 
since they hold more g a r­ 
bage. 
“ We’re not trying to force 
anything on the citizens,” 
Waggoner 
said. 
“They’ve 
entrusted us to save them 
money and th a t’s what we re 
doing This is now the most 
efficient way to collect trash 
If we had not gone to bags, a 
s u b stan tial ra te in c re ase 
would 
have 
been 
necessary.” 


He pointed out that with 
the bag method, those who 
use more of the service are 
paying more of die cost, 
ra th e r than placing the 
burden of highei costs or ^he 
whole population. 
The program should .’ave 
$21,000 in overtime costs 
alone, he estim a ted . As 
compared to October of 1973, 
the new p ro g ra m sa v es 
approximately 77 overtime 
hours per week. The old 
method took 16.2 seconds per 
home to collect the refuse 
while the new method takes 
only 9.8 seconds per home, 
which results in a 39 percent 
time savings. 


Another major advantage 
of bags is the reduction of the 
accident rate among em ­ 
ployees. Waggoner said 120 
job-related accid en ts o c­ 
curred last year while such 
a ccid en ts 
have 
been 
“m inim al” with bags. 
Other advantages to using 
cans include the reduction of 
noise 
during 
collection, 
reduction of odor, spillage 
and scattering, elimination 
of breeding spots for flies 
and mosquitos and aesthetic 
considerations.

A little cooperation with Mother Nature 
is all the Plano Municipal Golf Course 
needs to get ready tor a late J uly or eai Iv 
August opening. 
Plano Parks and Recreation Depart­ 
ment director Bob Woodruff said Tuesday 
that the course could feasibly open in a 
minimum of six weeks with perfect 
weather. 
The course, originally to open July I, 
had two fairways flooded and washed out 
in recent rains. Until those fairways are in 
shape, play will not be permitted on the 
course. 
“ It is hard to say exactly when the 
course will open,” Woodruff said. 
We 
estimate six weeks are needed to get the 
course into shape but if it floods again, it 
will delay things. With no more flooding, 
the course can open in late July or early 
August.” 


“ But, as a matter of policy, we are not 
going to open the course until we feel no 
damage will result from excess use, 
Woodruff said. 


The Plano course, built in a joint effort 
bv the City of Plano and Jan-Mart En 
terprises, was originally to have opened 
one year ago. However, rains at that time 
kept' the grass from being sodded. 
The clubhouse for the facility, billed as 
the swankiest municipal course in the 
area, is in the finishing stages. 
“ The course in general is really making 
progress,” A.C. January, course manager 
said. “ It looked a little dismal three weeks 
ago right after the floods, but it is really 
shaping up and looking like a golf course 
now.” 
Both January and Woodruff emphasized 
that too many factors are involved in 
completion of the course to set a definite 
opening date. However, an August 
I 
opening is what the city is hoping for.

In this land of plenty, millions of Am ericans aren ’t eating 
wisely. Not because they haven’t enough to eat, even though 
food prices are sky high, but because they eat too m any of 
the wrong things or too little of the right things. 
The following recipes are nutritional and also planned to 
help you stretch your food dollars as far as possible. Meal 
planning and budget planning go hand in hand and 
reasonable m eal planning can help to balance the budget 
and the calorie intake of the right kinds of foods. 


Spicy Hamburger Pie 


One I pound can tomatoes 
I pound ground beef 
I Tsp. salt 


>4 Tsp. pepper 


>4 Tsp. oregano 


>2 cup bread crum bs 
One-third chopped onion 
I clove garlic, minced 
4 Tsp. dried parsley 


1 2 cup shredded Mozzarella Cheese 


Drain tom atoes, reserving V2 cup juice. Combine ground 
beef, pepper, salt, bread crum bs, onion, garlic and tomato 
juice. P ress into a 9 inch pie pan, lining pan as for pie crust. 
Bake at 3 7 5 degrees 15 minutes. Drain off fat. Chop tomatoes 
and place in beef crust; sprinkle with parsley, oregano and 
cheese. Return to oven and bake 15 m inutes longer. Cut in 
wedges. Serves 4-6 persons. 


Spinach and Grapefruit Salad 


Wash I lb. fresh Texas spinach 
Tear into pieces. 
Add 3 large Texas Ruby Red grapefruits sectioned 
Served with Helen Corbitt’s Poppy Seed Dressing. 


POPPY SEED DRESSING 
Mix 


1*2 c . sugar 
1 Tsp. dry m ustard 


2 tsp. salt 
Two-thirds c. vinegar 
Add and stir thoroughly 3 Tbsp, onion juice 
Add 2 c. salad oil 
Add and beat a few minutes 3 Tbsp, poppy seed 
Stir in a cool place. 


Fresh Texas vegetables grow in great variety from 
asparagus to zucchini. When bought at the peak of then 
growing season, they’re a great budget stretcher. Because 
we have such a large selection of vegetables, in Texas, there 
is always fresh produce available. 
Look for freshness when buying vegetables. They should 
be comparatively dry, for excessive moisture hastens 
decay. 
Most fresh vegetables retain top quality for only a few 
days therefore, it is most important to store them properly. 
Fresh green vegetables should be put in covered containers 
or plastic bags and stored in the refrigerator. If you wash 
lettuce, celery, and other leafy vegetables before storing, 
drain them thoroughly. Tops should be removed from beets, 
carrots and radishes.

Tomatoes in Hanging Baskets 


AUSTIN-Hanging baskets 
of tomatoes are educational, 
decorative and their contents 
taste good too. 
“ They are a wonderful 
way to teach small children 
who have never been near a 
farm to appreciate growing 
the food they eat,” said 
Ag riculture Commissioner 
John C. White. 
Hanging baskets take care, 
White said, but there is no 
threat of serious insect or 
disease problems. Artificial 
sterilized soil is used and the 
plant, in its hanging basket, 
is 
rem oved 
from 
easy 
contamination. 
Though tomatoes can be 
started from seed, it is best 
to buy young plants and 
transplant 
them . 
Sm all 
fruited varieties are best. 
They should bear fruit in 
45-60 days.

A g r i c u l t u r e 
gives the 
f o l l o w i n g 
t ip s 
for a 
flourishing plant. 
Use any container that 
will hold at least two quarts 
of potting soil. Plastic bottles 
or gallon-size milk containers 
will do. Cut the tops off if 
necessary and punch four or 
five holes in the bottom for 
drainage. Tie a cord or hemp 
bag around the container to
